The boom in things generally will 
sooner or later involve a boom in wages, 
and then there will be strikesand rumors 
of strikes almost withont number.

Tue Constitution prints this morning 
Circular No. 2 of the railroad commission. 
This circular allows an increase of the 
freight rates heretofore printed to the 
Brunswick and Albany, the Northeastern 
and the Columbus and Rome railroads, 
and permits the passenger tariffs now in 
force on the Rome, the Hartwell and the 
Sandersville roads to remain unchanged. 
These roads, it seems, have shown such 
evidences to the commission as to cause 
it to grant their requests. The plan that 
the commission is working under is, to 
make rates and then require the railroads 
to show cause for changes. The commis- 
sioners donot propose to accept the tariffs 
of the railroads, and then make the peo- 
ple show why changes should be made. 
They prefer to present a just and reason- 
able tariff under ordinary circumstances ; 
and in all cases in which the circum- 
stances are exceptional, the aggrieved 
party can readily secure justice by mak- 
ing the facts known to the commission. 

The English Elections. 

The method of ascertaining the senti- 
ment ofthe people in Great Britain is 
very sudden. The ministry determines, 
for reasons best known to its members, 
that it willappeal to the people. The 
present appeal was taken on account of 
an approaching dissolution of parliament 
by limitation; but the government antic- 
ipated such a dissolution for nearly a 
year. It selected the present time in all 
probability, because it did not want to 
give the liberals any more time in which 
to perfect their organization, and because 
affairs on the continent and in Afghanis- 
tan are quiet, and the condition of Ire- 
land and of home affairs is somewhat 
improved. But whatever the reason, the 
government arbitrarily decided, as it had 
a right to do, that ageneral election 
should be held forthwith. The queen, 
who always does as she is bid, therefore 
ordered the lord chancellor to issue 
writs for new _ elections. These 
writs were issued on Wednesday, 
and were probably in the hands of most 
of the sheriffs and other returning offi- 
cers on Thursday. They certain:y Bact 
ed every part of the compact kingdom 
yesterday. Now what? Ina townthe 
local officials to whom the writ is ad- 
dressed must give notice of an election 
on the day following its coming, and the 
election must be held not later than the 
fourth day after the receipt of the writ. 
This election is, so to speak, informal, de- 
termining whether there isto be acontest, 
and, therefore, whether there must be a 
poll. tf so, the polling must take place 
within three days after the election. The 
cities will therefore be heard from next 
week. In the country the notice of an 
election must be given within two days 
after the receipt of the writ, the election 
to be held not later than the ninth day, 
and the polling within the fifteenth day. 
No poll can therefore take place later 
than the tenth day of next month, 
and some of the pollings may be 
concluded next Monday. From the 
time that the government an 
nounced its determination to goto the 
country tothe determination of the re- 
sult of the appeal, will not probably 
exceed six weeks. As there will certainly 
be eneugh returns from contested seats 
by the end of next week to determine 
which party is to control the kingdom, 
all speculations are unnecessary, not to. 
say hazardous. This much can however 
be safely stated—the result either way 
will be close. The liberals are the most 
sanguine, and their speakers are the 
most enthusiastically received. The or- 
ganization of the conservatives is the 
most efficient, and the vested interests of 
the kingdom are as a rule enlisted in 
their favor: They are well-entrenced 
and well led. The liberals have the best 
speakers, the best cause and the best 
popular support. The contest is there- 
fore as doubtful as it is interesting; but 
a week will put the result beyond con- 
jecture, and perhaps determine the na- 
ture of the English government through 
another period of six years. 

Tariff Reform in the House, 

The result of the struggle over Mr. 
Townshend’s bill, which, by a very clear 
stroke of policy, was transferred to the 
committee on the revision of the laws in- 
stead of to the packed ways and means 
committee, may or may not be a test ot 
the strength of the tariff reiormers. Those 
who have heretofore been classed among 
the tariff reformers, but who voted to 
correct the journal so as to refer Mr. 
Townshend's bill to the ways and means 
committee will explain their attitude by 
saying that the first reference of the 
measure was irregular, and that while 
they are willing to vote for particular 
reforms in a regular way, they are not 
willing to allow bill for that purpose 
to be irregularly referred to a committee 
which cannot be said to have proper ju- 
risdiction.

sion may require, to have any great hopes 
that the people will be able to get.any 
substantial relief from this congress. Mr. 
Townshend’s bill has for its purpose the 
repeal of the import duties on printing- 
paper, paper-machinery and type, and on | 
all chemicals and raw materials entering 
into the manufacture of paper—a very 
necessary measure to be sure, but suffi- 
cient to excite the alarm of the ring of 
monopolists which reaches quite into the 
chamber occupied by the house of repre- 
sentatives. 

In a general way, it is wrong to cast 
imputations upon the motives of legisla- 
tors, but, viewing the matter of tariff re- 
form from the stand-point of common 
sense, it is impossible to conceive how a 
congressman disinterested enough to re- 
ally represent the people, whether he be 
protectionist or free trader, can oppose a 
reasonable reduction of the war-tariff 
which is now imposed upon articles that 
the people—the laboring classes—are 
compelled to have. There is no solid 
ground for even a protectionist to stand 
upon, but the fallacies of that doctrine 
have made adeep impression upon minds 
which, however, weak they may be, are 
at least honest; but no honest protec- 
tionist can consistently oppose a rea- 
sonable reduction of the war-tax 
imposed upon articles of prime necessity. 
Under such circumstances, it is impossi- 
ble not to suspect the motives of those 
who persistently endeavor to strangle 
every movement to give the people even 
partial relief; and the suspicion becomes 
violent when we remember that the in- 
terests which pretend to need protection 
have grown into overshadowing monopo- 
lies which, cunjointly, could well afford 
to spend a million of dollars in order to 
perpetuate even for a year or two the 
present iniquitous tariff system. But 
what are the people going to do about it? 

One thing is certain: The burden of 
the disgrace of refusing to vote specitic 
reforms must fall upon the democratic 
party. That party has absolute control 
of legislation, and if it shall fail to carry 
out the promise made in the St. Louis 
platform with respect to this matter of 
revising tariff abuses, it will cut a comi- 
val figure in the campaign of 1880 as the 
champion of reform. It does not matter 
that it is only particula: democrats the 
monopolists have retained in their inter- 
ests. (Questions of this sort can never be 
evaded by an attempt to enlarge individ- 
ual responsibility. The democratic party 
is in control of legislation. It could 
bring about these reformsif it would, and 
the party will be held responsible for the 
failure, notwithstanding the fact that 
only subsidized individuals stand in the 
way. For our part, speaking with re- 
gretful candor, we do not believe the 
party can afford to go before the people 
this year unless something is done in the 
way of tariffreform. It ig a very large 
issue, and it affects the great mass of the 

voters of the country, and with these vo- 
ters itis not so mucha question of par- 
ties as of measures. Thisstatement may 
astonish the politicians, but is the truth. 

he issue of the tariff reform is larger 
than Mr. Sam Randall’s district, and it is 
larger than the iron interests around 
which Dr. Felton would fling his affec- 
tionate arm. Itaffects the welfare and 
comfort of the great mass of the honest 
people who do the most of the voting and 
all the labor of the country. It is to be 
hoped that upon the eve of a great cam- 
paign the democratic majority in con- 
gress will not so far take leave of its 
senses as to refuse to reform the specific 
abuses of the tariff to which the people, 
by petition and through the press, have 
called its attention. _

The Notorious Johu Horshaw Out of 
the Way. 


‘The whereabouts of John Horshaw, the 
notorious negro revenue informer, is the 
subject of much discussion among his cir- 
cle of acquaintances. Fora long time he 
has been identified in one way or another 
with the revenue department of this dis- 
trict, and is usually either on hand during 


the sessions of the United States courts, or 
can be accounted for by someof theem- 
ployesof the department. Recently, how- 
ever, he has turned up missing, and no one 
that we have seen seems to know anything 
of where heis. An officer of the depart- 
ment suggests that Horshaw may not be 
among the living. There are several rea- 
sons for believing that : 

JOHN HORSHAW IS DEAD. 


If he were alive he would have turned up 
somewhere. It is now about three months 
since he was last seen or heard of. 

Horshaw when last seen was in Atlanta. 
He made an arrangement with an officer of 
the department to go into Meriwether and 
Fayette counties and locate illicit distilling 
with the understanding that he was to be 

aid aspecified sum of money for each still 
ocated or any information that he might 
lodge with the authorities at headquarters, 
Since receiving these instructions he has 
not been seen by the officer or by anyone 
else that we have heard of. It is a well- 
known fact that Horshgw is well known by 
the men who run these mills, and that some | 
of them have unfriendly feelings towards this 
negro, who has given them so much trouble 
and brought scores of innocent men into 
trouble in almost every county in the dis- 
trict. In addition to the fact that he is 
missing, some of the officers are of the be- 
lief that the body of the negro found 
sometime since partially buried near 
Red Oak, with the head severed from 
the shoulders, was that of MHorshaw. 
As the body was partially de 
com posed when discovered and 
the head was never found, 
identification was impossible under the cir- 
cumstances. We are told, however, that 
the clothes upon the body of the unknown 
negro resembled closely a suit which Hor- 
shaw usually wore while out upon expedi- 
tions of this character. Itisa well known 
fact that in the vicinity of Red Oak Hor- 
shaw has often operated successfully and 
that he is well known in that locality, also 
that he has scores of enemies among the 
residents of Fayette and in the neighbor- 
hood of Red Oak. All of. these facts go 
strongly to form a belief that the body was 
Horshaw’s and that he was killed while 
skulking around, by some of his enemies 
in thatlocality. He may turn up, how. 
ever,in some locality, and if so we will 
state the fact. Asit now stands he is be- 
lieved to be dead, and if notit would be 
well for him to put in an appearance and 
contradict the prevailing impression,
